“SHOLEM ASCH APPEALS FOR ISRAEL 
Need for New Links with Diaspora 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Sholem Asch, the famous 


Yiddish novelist. who has arrived in. 


London following his. first visit to 
the State of Israel. gave me an exclu- 
sive interview for THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE this week. 

There was, he told me, some opposi- 
tion against him on the part of organised 
Jewish Orthodoxy, and this was some- 
times expressed im thetr papers in a 
very sharp form. “ But | had not experi- 
enced for a very long time,” he added, 
“such warmth towards my work as a

people, as well as Israch leaders. 1 felt 
often as if all. my readers from ‘all ‘over 
the world had assembled in: Israel: these, 
indéed,. were the people who read my 
works in 23 different languages. 

Hither had exterminated most 
of European Jewry.” said Mr. Asch, I 
often felt like’ an. orphan. Now in the 
Jewish State. | had again 
brethren...

AMENDING LAW OF 
DEFAMATION 


Clause on Group Libel 
“Out of Order” 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


An attempt to include a_ clause on 
group defamation in the Defamation 
(Amendment) Bill, which seeks to alter 
the law of libel and slander, was ruled 
out of order in the House of Commons 
dast. Friday. 

After the rejection of a similar clause 
during the committee stage of the Bill, 
the Speaker refused to allow the issue to 
come up again when the Bill was taken 
on the report stage. 


Mr. Barnetr JANNER (Lab., Leicester, 


N_W.) who: with Sir Lestie PLUMMER 
(Lab., Deptford), had put down a further 
clause,. expressed disappointment. at the 
Speaker's decision and stated that he was 
anxious that the matter of the ‘libelling 
of people in consequence of their religion 
or race should be amply dealt with. 
When his. original clause on group 
defamation was rejected, Mr. Janner 
told me that, with Sir Leshe Plummer, 
he intended to try to draft a suitable 
form of words that would enable. a 
similar clause to be discussed. on. the 
report stage. This is aftways problematical 
and it is difficult to find drafting that will 


get past the Chair. 
_.. The clause put- down for the report. 


Stage stated that “ where a person or 
persons utters or publishes a defamatory 
statement of or concerning any person 
or persons identified as belonging to a 
distinguishable race or religious group or 
a group distinguishable by colour, tt shall 
be actionable as if published or. uttered 
concerning an identifiable individual.” 

It further provided that “ any person 
or persons belonging to this race. or 
religious group or belonging to the group 
distinguishable by colour may ‘instituie 
proceedings for. defamation as if he or 
they had been expressly defamed.”’ 

lt was expected that the Bill..a private 
Member's: measure . sponsored by. Mr. 
Harotp Lever (Lab., Cheetham, Man- 
chester), would have passed. the report 
stage and. be given a_ third reading. 
However. .as it was not completed within 
the time limit it now goes to the end of 
the queue of private Members’ Bills, 
which means that, normally, its. passage 
into law would be very. doubtful. 

But there 1s one way in which the Bill 
could get through that. 1s if. official 
Government time is provided for. it. 

If the Bill is thus passed it will go to 
the Lords where, | understand, a further 
attempt will be made to introduce a group 
defamation clause during the proceedings. 
Should such clause be agreed to. it. will 
have to come back to the Commons for 
final approval,

JERUSALEM AS THE NEW

Contrary to reports: published in. cér- 
lain. newspapers [not LHe. JEWISH 
CHRONICKE], the Briush Government. has 
not instructed ws Legauon in. Tel -Aviv 
to make arrangements to Jeru- 
salem, where’ the Israeli Ministry -of 
Foreign Affairs is to be established later 
this year. Nor was the British. or any 
other Government consulied . by the 
Israelis. before they decided: last week 
to transfer the. Ministry to the capital. 

The Foreign Office in London received 
official information about the proposed 
move, only on Thursday of last’ week, 
and: -a’ decision on whether to move. the 
Legation to Jerusalem will not be made 
for some. time. However, because of 
the difficulty. of maintaining contact with 
the Foreign Ministry when it trans- 
ferred to Jerusalem, the Brituush Govern- 
ment, it is beheved, will, after consulta- 
tions: with the American. and possibly 
other Governments, instruct its Tel Aviv 
Legation to move to the Holy City.

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SCANDINAVIAN INTEREST

THIS 1s the season when our news columns 
contain the reports of the annual meetings 
held at the Constituents of the United Syna- 
gogue in the metropolis. Much interest 
attaches to these reports. which indicate the 


trends of opinion prevalent among congre- 


gunts. Special importance was lent to this 
year s proceedings because they included the 
triennial election of representatives at the 
Board of Deputies. Perhaps this importance 
Was not ‘in every case. sufficiently realised. 


The report given by the retiring Deputy (or - 


Deputies) regarding the activities of. the 
representative body of British Jewry did not 
always receive the consideration that it 
deserved. At the New West. End Syna- 
gogue, for example, the retiring Deputy due. 
to deliver the report left before this item was 
reached, and by the time it was due to be 
delivered there was no quorum to listen to it. 


-Pointed reference to similar lack of interest 


was made at St. John’s. Weod, where it was 
said that if other institutions. followed the 
lead of St. John’s Wood and had contested 
elections for Deputies the Board would 
attract people of a higher qualitv than it 
did. At the New Synagogue also the work 
of the Deputies received worthy recognition, 
and here attention was directed-——with 
particular reference to the needs of North 
london-—to its “defence” activities. In 
general, however, the problem of financial 
support for the Board seems rather to have 
been by-passed. It must. be hoped that the 
scheme of the voluntary levy is working 
satistactorily... In too many instances. the 


elections of new Deputies appear to have 


proceeded along merely pertunctory§ lrnes, 
and criticism was voiced at Willesden about 
the number of. uncontested elections. On 
the other hand the election of women 
Deputies at Wembley and West Ham is of 
significance. 
the cause of. female franchise, who_ had 
championed it so gallantly at previous 
annual meetings, were entitled to congratu-

FAILURE OF A MISSION 


IT is understandable that there should. be 
keen disappointment at the failure of Mr. 
Davib Horowitz's mission to secure a loan 
from the British Treasury for the purchase 
of oil for Israel. It would be most regrettable 
if that disappointment should be transformed 
into bitterness. Nothing has occurred during 
the course of the protracted negotiations 
which could lend colour to the notion that 
a deterioration has taken place in Anglo- 
Israeli relations. During recent years these 
relations have improved out af all recogni- 
tion, and it is in the mutual interest of both 
countries that this process should continue. 
There has been much evidence recently of 
the warm regard in which Britain holds the 
young Jewish State and it would be a mis- 
fortune if the lack of success with which the 


oil talks have terminated should cloud. the - 


atmosphere. British friendship is a Vital 
necessity for Israel and, conversely, Israel's 
continued existence and triendship are of the 
utmost importance to Britain i the world 
of to-day. The situation in the Middle East 
is far too precarious for good relations to be 
Since there: was no ill 
will involved in the British refusal to grant 
the requested credit it would be wrong to 
imply that. the Treasury. was guided by 
ulterior motives in arriving at its decision. 


The plain fact is that the economic situa- 


tion of this country precludes it from granting. 


credits as freely as it would like or on any- 
thing approaching the generous scale which 
is practised by the United States of America. 
During and immediately after the last war. 


Great Britain scraped the barrel to assist its 


friends and allies. To-day the situation has 
entirely changed and practically all the free 
world, including the United Kingdom, 1s 
obliged to seek credits from Uncle Sam. Mr. 
Horowitz was faced with an impossible task. 
and the pity was that, instead of false hopes 
being raised of the ultimate success of his 
effort, it was not recognised trom the outset 


that the British Government, for economic. 
reasons, simply could not accede to the Israeli’ 


request. It is always wiser to face realities 
squarely than to live on hopes which cannot 
Ihe ftatlure of this mission will perhaps 
help to clear the air of illusions, But Israel's 
need of oil is a grim reality. It 1s as necessary) 
for her as food and clothing, for, without oil, 


which must be imported trom abroad, the 


whole of her economy would come to a stand- 
still. We are confident that Israeli resource-

MANCHESTER HOSPITAL 

AS reported in our provincial news, Lord 
DerBy and Mr. LASKI, Q.C., have 
this week laid the foundation-stones of the 
new Nurses’ Home of the Victoria Memorial 
Jewish Hospital. in Manchester, This 
ceremony marks a further notable stage in 
the history of an institution which has had 
a proud record during the past half-century. 
Originally founded as a living monument to 
the memory of Queen VICTORIA, this 
hospital now extends its traditions into the 
reign of Queen ELizApeTH Hl. It was 
intended to be primarily Jewish, but the 
call on its services made any restriction 


undesirable.. As the scope of, the work 
increased, assistance was never. withheld 


from those sick poor who were not of the 
Jewish faith. -Consequently the. doors. of 
this hospital have been thrown open to all 
who stand in need of its resources, irrespec- 
tive of creed or class.. In 1908° the out- 


patients’ department was opened by Mr. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL, Who has. proved him- 
self a warm friend of the hospital and who 
sent a message on the present occasion. 
The Board of Management. has_ pioneered 
‘several reforms and improvements which 
have had a_ widespread influence upon 
hospital practice generally. For example, it 
has introduced schemes which have. facili- 
tated the later awakening of patients in the 
morning. the booking of appointments for 
out-patients, and a shorter working-week 
for nurses. Unfortunately, in December, 
1940, the Nurses Home was. completely 


destroyed in an enemy air raid when five - 


members of the resident staff lost their lives. 
Last Monday's ceremony for the rebuilding 
on the same site’ proves that its splendid 
work. is still going forward. The hospital 
has-now, of course. come under the Ministry 
of Health, but-its well-wishers remain deter- 
mined, through personal. service and by 
means of an independent trust fund, to 
maintain its honoured traditions. 


ISRAELI FILMS 

A REPORT (printed: in another column) 
from Cannes, where the filth International 
Festival is being held, indicates that 
—-perhaps almost. for the first’ time—we 
may see a genuinely Jewish film, produced

life in a small town in Europe. It may seem 
paradoxical that Jews had to wait for their 
re-establishment in Israel before thev could 
give artistic expression to Diaspora life, but 
the paradox is only an apparent one: there 
can be no art when the artist is enslaved or 
even incompletely free. Thus it may well 
be that in the untrammelled surroundings 
of Israel there may rela 
tively new art medium, the expression of a 
Jewish life that has vanished or is rapidly 
vanishing.

READING OF THE LAW IN SEFARDI 


Position of Hampstead 
Synagogue 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRonicie 
From Mr. RAPHAEL POWELL 


Sir.—At the Hampstead Synagogue 
meeting the Chairman ruled that — the 
adoption, in 1949, of the Sefardi pronun- 
ciation for the Reading of the Law was 
contrary to (a) by-laws of the United 
Synagogue; f(b) a ruling of the Chicf 
Rabbi given 1951, The by-laws 
require that the form of worship and 
all religious observances shall be (a) in 
accordance with’ the Polish or German 
ritual: (b) under the supervision and 
control of the Chief Rabbi. 

The following arguments suggest that 
the manner of pronunciation is not part 
of the ritual: (1) In * A Short History 
of the Jewish People.” p. 172, n.1, Dr. 
Cecil Roth wrote: “Later, the’ terms 
‘Sephardim’ and ‘ Ashkenazim’. were 
generally used to designate the two main 
groups. of the Je people, each with 
its. distinctive ‘rite. of. prayers. and 
(my italics) pronunciation. of Hebrew, 
centred in the one case upon the Spanish, 
and in the other on the Franco-Germin 
(later German-Polish). nucleus.” There 
is a similar statement by Mr. Albert M. 
Hyamson in. ** The Sephardim of Eng- 


land,” p. 1. By using the word “ and” 
these historians show that they. regard 
the. -ritual and the’ pronunciation as 


separate matters. | 
(2) The .correspondence attending the 
foundation of the Reform Synagogue in 


1841 included two letters cited by Dr. 
Roth in Anglo-Jewish Letters,” 
pp. 281-8.. In the letter from the seced- 


ing members of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Synagogue we read:. We _ have 
already stated that to: effect our object 


we have associated ourselves with: gentle- 


men. of other congregations, thus render- 
ing ‘it requisite’ to decide, whether’ the 
Hebrew should: be pronounced after the 
manner of the Portuguese or Germans, 
and under the conviction that the former 
is the more correct, we have adopted it.” 
The reply of the Ecclesiastical. Authori- 
strong condemnation of 
the new liturgy of the Reform = Syna- 
gogue, but not one word condemning the 
use of Sefardi> pronunciation the 
Ashkenazi adherents the —seceders. 
Nor 1s there any reference to: pronuncia- 
tion in the ensuing proclamation. of the 
Mahamad- cautioning ‘every true 
Israelite’ against association with the 
new congregation. (Hyamson,: op. cit. 
287-8:) So even over a century: ago 


thie pronunciation. was not regarded as. 


part. of the ritual. 

(3). The Polish or Gérman:: ritual is 
observed in many. synagogues in- Israel, 
though the pronunciation is. Sefardi. 

The Chairman relied on letter from 
the Chief Rabbi's office; dated’ May 3, 


19Si. It reads: * The Chief Rabbi has 
ruled that for the present the Ashkenazi 
pronunciation will be retained at. all 
divine services and throughout the entire 
service. 1 am to add that the same 
ruling as_to the pronunciation of Hebrew 
applies to instruction in ,the religion 
classes... Only in classes for the teaching 
of Hebrew as a spoken language may 
the Sefardi pronunciation. be adopted.” 
I make the following submissions: 

(1) It was addressed to the Secretary 
of the Willesden Synagogue in reply to 
an inquiry from that synagogue. If the 


‘ruling had been of general application 


(a) it would have. been addressed to all 


Synagogues under the Chief Rabbi's juris- 


diction; (b) one might have expected. it 
to be written in the first person and 
signed by the Chief Rabbi. 

(2) It states that the Ashkenazi pronun- 
ciation will be retained. The Sefardi 
pronunciation had been used at the 
Hampstead Synagogue since 1949. The 
Chief Rabbi must have been aware of 
the fact. The word “ retained,” there- 
fore, was not appropriate to Hampstead 
Synagogue. It would have been more 
appropriate to direct that the Ashkenazi 
pronunciation should be resumed, or that 
the Sefardi pronunciation: should be -dis- 
contmued. Hf. therefore, the letter -did 
contain-a general ruling, presumably. the 
Chief Rabbi did not intend it to apply 
to the Hampstead Synagogue. 


(3) Since 1949, and as recently as the 
end -of 1951; the Chief Rabbi has 
attended that synagogue and heard. the 


Law read in Sefardi pronunciation several 
times. If be had ever urged the syna- 
gogue authorities to restore the Ashkenazi 
pronunciatian the Chairman or. some 
member of the Board of Management 
would have made that point at the me*t- 
ing. . This argument supports the view 
that the Chief Rabbi- erther . did not 
intend his letter to give a general ruling, 
or. if he did so intend, excepted Hamp- 
stead Synagogue from its. operation. 

For many the questron is not: whether 
the pronunciation should: be -Sefardi 
Ashkenazi. Sefardi for this purpose 
is a label: it happens to describe the 
pronunciation used by Sefardim, but also 
describes the pronunciation adopted 
Israel. The reading of the Law in this 
pronunciation. symbolises. the spiritual 
identification of communities outside 
Israel with the community in Israel. The 
Chief Rabbi, who haS made many pro- 
nouncements. on the close. rclations which 
should exist between these communities, 
would surely not “wish to -set up. any 
barrier between them by prohibiting .the 
use of a- common pronunciation : where 
a congregation. within. his jurisdiction 
desired to use this: method: of. establish- 
ing a closer spiritual relation. The words 
‘for the present”’’ in. his letter show
